There is a new wave of thinking about urban problems - 
which shouldn’t be too surprising since the old ideas left 
us in the mess we find in cities like New York, Detroit 
and Cleveland. 
All of us know the signs of urban trouble: ghost towns 
downtown, thriving suburbs, decaying inner city neigh­ 
borhoods, poisonous big city taxes, city budgets strapped 
and teetering on the edges of bankruptcy. 
The old thinking went this way: What inner cities need 
most is more tax money so the wise city fathers can 
gather it to spend on city aging problems that we call 
crime, broken down public facilities, rising welfare costs 
and slums. So bring in business and industry for more 
valuable property to tax. 
The easiest way is to boost downtown and the old 
theory maintains that if downtown is a snappy and at­ 
tractive place, then 
people will want to live in the big 
city neighborhoods, they’ll be money to pay fen* the poor 
and thus the rest of the city will take care of itself. 
So it’s malls and mini-parks and parking lots and 
downtown slum removal and parking structures and 
slabby high rises and underground parking garages. And 
Pretty soon we’re left with acres of asphalt and canyons 
of high rises and skid rows that, like blobs of mercury 
when you touch them, just move on to destroy another 
neighborhood. 
The new wave is the opposite - neighborhoods first and 
the downtown second. Take care of the neighborhoods 
and you have a stable, attractive city with happy people 
and that keeps costs down, tax base high and draws 
business like a magnet. 
These are not either-or views. But most city councils 
across the nation can be broken down in terms of which 
side of the argument they support. The old theory has 
been in vogue for many years and the new theory is 
gaining political muscle. 
This new strength grows from at least three forces: 
—The death throes of economies of scale. The old idea 
was that if you had more customers, you could do things 
cheaper for all concerned. It is true up to a point. That 
point is where things begin to get hideously expensive. 
Inner cities pushed for metro-area solutions when it 
didn’t cost too much. But a new nuclear economy-of- 
scale power plant is now over a billion dollars. Power 
rates are galloping upward. The costs for them are 
spread across a metro area or even a state, with the 
inner city (which already has lines up and power plants 
working) picking up an enormous amount of the tab so 
that growth can take place in the suburbs and outstate. 
The inner cities are beginning to view themselves as 
being ripped off so that a thousand suburbs may bloom. 
This encourages city residents to band together and 
fight. 
—Populism. It is beginning to rouse its shaggy head 
again with suspicion of big government and big business, 
a belief in the honesty, good sense and ability of the 
common man and an attempt to regain control over 
faceless bureaucracies. It is a sense of throwing us into 
the arms of the people and tearing us away from the 
arms of the experts. 
—The energy crisis. In the years ahead, living in cities 
looks like it may be less expensive than in the high cost, 
energy-dependent suburbs. 
Any city politician who stops to think more than five 
minutes about all this recognizes the key point: People 
who vote live in the neighborhoods and not on downtown 
parking lots. 
Many city residents feel they cannot go on leaving the 
future in the hands of the professionals downtown, 
considering the way the urban ball has been fumbled.

WASHINGTON 
gressional inquiry into the 
lobbying practices of the 
nation’s biggest corpora­ 
tions is being sabotaged by 
one of the congressmen 
who is supposed to be con­ 
ducting the investigation. 
The culprit is fast-talk­ 
ing, chain-smoking Rep. 
Garry Brown, R.-Mich., 
whose heart belongs to the 
titans of commerce. He 
has faithfully championed 
their interests in the cham­ 
bers of Congress. They 
have reciprocated at elec­ 
tion time by contributing 
generously to his cam­ 
paigns. 
Last year, for example, 
he collected offerings from 
the executives of 18 major 
corporations, 
including 
Bendix, General Foods, 
General Motors, Georgia 
Pacific, Sun Company, 
Texaco, Texas Eastern 
and Upjohn. 
All 18 have just received 
congressional 
question­ 
naires that they would 
rather not answer. The 
questionnaires, distributed 
by the House Commerce, 
Consumer and Monetary 
Affairs 
subcommittee, 
seek details about their 
lobbying activities. 
Before the corporations 
could 
respond, 
Brown 
heaved a well-aimed mon­ 
key wrench into the inves­ 
tigative machinery. He 
fired off a letter to Chair­ 


man Benjamin Rosenthal, 
D.-N.Y., notifying him: "I 
am advising those who 
contact my office ... that 
the mailing of the question­ 
naire is not pursuant to 
action 
taken 
by 
the 
subcommittee.* 
He contended, therefore, 
that 
the 
corporations 
'should not presume that a 
response is being solicited 
pursuant to action of the 
subcommittee/ 
Then he slipped copies of 
the letter to several corpo­ 
rations that were looking 
for an excuse to ignore the 
questionnaire. 
Already, 
the subcommittee has been 
served notice by some cor­ 
porations that they won’t 
respond to the question­ 
naire until the internal dis­ 
pute is resolved. 
Brown complained that 
Rosenthal had mailed the 
questionnaires 
without 
consulting him. He is the 
subcommittee’s 
ranking 
Republican. 
In fact, the lobbying in­ 
vestigation was discussed 
in at least two monthly 
reports that were distrib­ 
uted to all the subcommit­ 
tee 
members. 
Brown’s 
staff representative on the 
subcommittee, 
Henry 
Ruempler, also was fully 
aware of the lobbying 
investigation. But Ruem­ 
pler told our associate, 
Gary Cohn, that he had not 
been informed about the 


questionnaires.

to be an attempt to ob 
struct the investigation. 
This is denied by Ruem­ 
pler who said his boss 
wasn’t trying to kill any 
legitimate investigation. 
Brown told us Rosenthal 
should have discussed the

His contributions 
from corporation execu­

The 
subcommittee wants to 
know whether these lobby­ 
ing expenses have been 
deducted illegally from 
their taxes.

Expensive Dolce Vita: 
Nation Shaken up by flaring 
militant strikes 
WASHINGTON- There’s no 
fever like strike fever. You can’t 
innoculate against it - though 
for weeks now it has been 
rampaging through the coel 
pits, the iron ore fields and auto 
plants. And it barely swept by 
America’s vast communication 
network. 
Rebellious 
rank-and-file 
unionists, mostly young, mostly 
newcomers to the green felt of 
the collective bargaining table, 
see their union cards as free 
passes to a must-win craps 
table. 
They haven’t learned that la 
dolce vita comes high. So high in 
fact that scores of thousands 
have priced themselves out of 
jobs in the steel industry alone. 
In that basic field, on which this 
simmering 
land 
rests, 
the 
average steelworker now earns 
close to $400 in cash. 
And each basic steel employe 
is covered by an additional $100 
a week (and more) in fringes - 
pensions, 
insurances, 
Social 
Security 
and 
Supplemental 
Unemployment Benefits. The 
latter 
means 
that 
if 
a 
steelworker is laid off after 20 
years on the job, his or her basic 
wage is guaranteed for two full 
years. There are other such pay 
guarantees built into the wage 
patterns of those with less«' 
seniority. 
Such money has to come from 
some coffer. The total em­ 
ployment cost of each worker 
thus averages $12.85 an hour (as 
of July l). Higher now. So each 
of the basic steel industry’s 
471,815 employes averaged a 
unit labor cost close to $500 a 
week. 
Add to this the hundreds of 
millions of dollars the industry 
is forced to plunge annually into 
environmental purification and 
conservation, add to this the 
need to observe ever-new safety 
regulations, add also the cost of 
developing new technology to 
compete with the Japanese, for 
example,

All this hits the U.S. Treasury.

jobless

justment assistance through the 
Department of Labor. Thia run 
to scores of millions of dollars 
annually. 
But 
this 
special 
unem­ 
ployment pay which goes to 
those dumped 
by foreign 
competition doesn’t run forever. 
And no company, whether it 
sells peanuts or pistons, will 
operate 
without 
a 
profit 
regardless 
of 
what 
the 
politicized rank-and-filers say. 
Lloyd McBride, a realist, put 
it like it is the other day. 
In an official statement he 
warned that the government 
should regard the Bethlehem 
layoff announcement as “still 
another cry for help from the 
American steel industry and the 
American steelworkers” and 
not "stand idly by until both go 
down for the third time. ” 
McBride wants tough tariff 
protection for the steel industry, 
which during 1977’s first six 
months was struck by a record 
foreign steel import avalanche - 
over 8 million tons. 
Instead of tariffs, the industry 
got an investigation. On Aug. 5, 
President Carter directed his 
Council on Wage-Price Stability 
to “study” the steel industry’s 
rise in costa and prices. And he 
wants it by Sept. 30. The council 
is deep to it under its new 
director Barry Bosworth. 
Then the President ordered 
the Department of Defense end 
the 
General 
¡Bervices 
Administration to buy the least 
expensive steel it can get. That 
would mean foreign steel at a 
time when American workers 
are bring laid off.

There is a new wave of thinking about urban problems - 
which shouldn’t be too surprising since the old ideas left 
us in the mess we find in cities like New York, Detroit 
and Cleveland. 
All of us know the signs of urban trouble: ghost towns 
downtown, thriving suburbs, decaying inner city neigh­ 
borhoods, poisonous big city taxes, city budgets strapped 
and teetering on the edges erf bankruptcy. 
The old thinking went this way: What inner cities need 
most is more tax money so the wise city fathers can 
gather it to spend on city aging problems that we call 
crime, broken down public facilities, rising welfare costs 
and slums So bring in business and industry for more 
valuable property to tax. 
The easiest way is to boost downtown and the old 
theory maintains that if downtown is a snappy and at­ 
tractive place, then 
people will want to live in the big 
city neighborhoods, they’ll be money to pay for the poor 
and thus the rest of the city will take care of itself 
So it’s malls and mini-parks and parking lots and 
downtown slum removal and parking structures and 
slabby high rises and underground parking garages And 
Pretty soon we’re left with acres of asphalt and canyons 
of high nses and skid rows that, like blobs of mercury 
when you touch them, just move on to destroy another 
neighborhood. 
The new wave is the opposite - neighborhoods first and 
the downtown second. Take care of the neighborhoods 
and you have a stable, attractive city with happy people 
and that keep6 costs down, tax base high and draws 
business like a magnet. 
These are not either-or views But most city councils 
across the nation can be broken down in terms of which 
side of the argument they support The old theory has 
been in vogue for many years and the new theory is 
gaining political muscle. 
This new strength grows from at least three forces: 
—The death throes of economies of scale The old idea 
was that if you had more customers, you could do things 
cheaper for all concerned It is true up to a point. That 
point is where things begin to get hideously expensive 
Inner cities pushed for metro-area solutions when it 
didn’t cost too much. But a new nuclear economy-of 
scale power plant is now over a billion dollars. Power 
rates are galloping upward. The costs for them are 
spread across a metro area or even a state, with the 
inner city (which already has lines up and power plants 
working; picking up an enormous amount of the tab so 
that growth can take place in the suburbs and outstate. 
The inner cities are beginning to view themselves as 
being ripped off so that a thousand suburbs may bloom 
This encourages city residents to band together and 
fight. 
—Populism It is beginning to rouse its shaggy head 
again with suspicion of big government and big business, 
a belief in the honesty, good sense and ability of the 
common man and an attempt to regain control over 
faceless bureaucracies It is a sense of throwing us into 
the arms of the people and tearing us away from the 
arms of the experts 
—The energy crisis In the years ahead, living in cities 
looks like it may be less expensive than in the high cost, 
energy-dependent suburbs 
Any city politician who stops to think more than five 
minutes about ail this recognizes the key point: People 
who vote live in the neighborhoods and not on downtown 
parking lots 
Many city residents feel they cannot go on leaving the 
future in the hands of the professionals downtown, 
c o n sid erin g the way the urban ball has been fumbled

(AP) — Scientists having troubles with a 
stubborn Voyager 2 computer are preparing for a new attempt to 
put scientific equipment aboard (he Jupiter-bound space vehicle 
to work. 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory officials here planned to try agatn 
today to set off small explosions intended to snap into place the 
data-gathering boom that has troubled Voyager 2 and delayed the 
launch of its sister space probe. 
The explosions on the craft would blow a dust cover off a 
mechanical arm that carries scientific instruments, said JPL 
spokesman Don Bane. Mission officials hope the blasts will help 
provide enough force to move the pesky 7ft-foot boom one degree 
and lock it in place. 
On Sunday, the scientists reported computer problems were 
responsible for their inability to move the Voyager 2 science arm. 
They were unable to explain why the computer system 
malfunctioned. 
Because of the uncertainty over the space probe’s problems, 
scientists have indefinitely postponed a trajectory correction 
that had been scheduled for Sunday. 
But Bane said the delay in correcting the course should not 
cause problems, because the adjustment is minor.

CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) - 
The old prison rockpile ain’t 
what it used to be. The arduous 
chore of making little rocks out 
of big ones, once a form of in­ 
mate punishment, is being done 
by paid volunteers at the state 
prison here. 
“I had to ask them for a 
month before they would let me 
go out there,” says Aleck 
Raby, one of 18 inmates as­ 
signed to the job of chipping 
away at sandstone in an old 
quarry used in years past for 
disciplining convicts. 
“It’s something to do instead 
of sitting around all the time,” 
he says. “There just aren’t that 
many jobs around here. It’s 
only four hours a day or so, 
and it keeps you in shape.” 
Raby says he’s dropped 20 
pounds of excess weight and 
hopes to take off another 10 
pounds or so. 
Charles Wolff Jr., the pris­ 
on's warden, says the rockpile 
was once “the least desireable 
work available,” a form of pun­ 
ishment which had disappeared 
from prisons for years. 
“But we revived it as an or­ 
ganized activity which gets in­ 
mates out of their cells and 
maybe will even give them a 
sense of accomplishment 
It 
beats doing nothing," he says. 
The problem at the aging 
Maximum Security Prison here 
is that it was set up for about 
300 inmates and now has 470. 
The legislature has provided $8 
million to improve the prison 
system, but work on new facil­ 
ities is still in progress. 
Many of the inmates on the 
rock crew had been ke|>t idle in 
lockup after a prison disturb­ 
ance last year. There weren't 


enough jobs available to keep 
them busy. 


“Max” Supt. Boyd Marsing 
says the inmates were asked 
about six months ago whether 
they wanted to work in the old 
quarry, to chip rock for a deco­ 
rative wall around a proposed 
visitor’s park. 


About 
30 
inmates 
volun­ 
teered, but gradually the crew 
was thinned down to 18, in­ 
cluding a half-dozen who pound 
rocks daily, another six who do 
the work often, and others who 
“work when they feel like it,” 
Raby says. 


The pay is $10 a month for 
the full-time crew, below the 
average of $15 monthly for oth­ 
er prison jobs. 
The men work bars into 
cracks and fissures in a rock 
cliff to break loose sandstone 
blocks, and then split the rocks 
with single jades and sledge 
hammers — the standard meth­ 
od for old-time hardrock min­ 
ers. Sledges and chisels are 
then used to roughly square the 
blocks. No dynamite is allowed. 
“It’s not as hard as you 
might think,” says Raby. "We 
work at our own pace. I’m used 
to working hard anyway, so 
there’s nothing to it for me.”

CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) - 
The old prison rockpile ain’t 
what it used to be. The arduous 
chore of making little rocks out 
of big ones, once a form of in­ 
mate punishment, is being done 
by paid volunteers at the state 
prison here. 
“I had to ask them for a 
month before they would let me 
go 
out 
there," 
says 
Aleck 
Raby, one of 18 inmates as­ 
signed to the job of chipping 
away at sandstone in an old 
quarry used in years past for 
disciplining convicts 
“ It’s something to do instead 
of sitting around all the time,” 
he says. “There just aren’t that 
many jobs around here 
It’s 
only four hours a day or so. 
and it keeps you in shape " 
Raby says he’s dropped 20 
pounds of excess weight and 
hopes to take off another 10 
pounds or so. 
Charles Wolff Jr., the pris­ 
on’s warden, says the rockpile 
was once "the least desireable 
work available," a form of pun­ 
ishment which had disappeared 
from prisons for years. 
“But we revived it as an or­ 
ganized activity which gets in­ 
mates out of their cells and 
maybe will even give them a 
sense of accomplishment 
It 
beats doing nothing." he says 
The problem at the aging 
Maximum Security Prison here 
is that it was set up for about 
300 inmates and now has 470 
The legislature has provided $8 
million to improve the prison 
system, out work on new facil­ 
ities is still in progress 
Many of the inmates on the 
rock crew had been kept idle in 
lockup after a prison disturb­ 
ance last year There weren't 


enough jobs available to keep 
them busy. 


“Max" Supt. Boyd Marsing 
says the inmates were asked 
about six months ago whether 
they wanted to work in the old 
quarry, to chip rock for a deco­ 
rative wall around a proposed 
visitor's park 


About 
30 
inmates 
volun­ 
teered, but gradually the crew 
was thinned down to 18. in­ 
cluding a half-dozen who pound 
rocks daily, another six who do 
the work often, and others who 
“work when they feel like it," 
Raby says. 


The pay is $10 a month for 
the full-time crew, below the 
average of $15 monthly for oth­ 
er prison jobs 
The 
men work bars into 
cracks and fissures in a rock 
cliff to break loose sandstone 
blocks, and then split the rocks 
with single jacks and sledge 
hammers — the standard meth­ 
od for old-time hardrock min­ 
ers 
Sledges and chisels are 
then used to roughly square the 
blocks No dynamite is allowed 
"It’s not as hard as you 
might think," says Raby. "We 
work at our own pace I’m used 
to working hard anyway, so 
there’s nothing to it for me."

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Rams’ 1977 chances 
bolstered by defense

SCOTT CITY - With seven starters returning 
on defense and a pair of running backs beck to 
perforin again on offense, finding a quarterback 
to replace Gary Springs has been the top off­ 
season task for the IUmthScott City Rams. But 
Coach Bill Wilthong isn’t a bit worried. 
“He’s gonna be a dandy,” said Wilthong about 
the latest in the I-SC parade of quarterbacks, 
junior Steve Hihkebein. 
The 6-2,180-pound signal caller played in all 
but a few of the Rams’ games as a sophomore, 
giving Springs a breather after I-SC had the 
game tucked away. He’ll begin fulltime chores 
Friday night when Illmo-Scott City hosts South 
Pemiscot in their opening game. 
Wilthong hinted that he might take advantage 
of Hinkebein’s stature by using him as a running 
quarterback. “He might carry it a time or two,” 
warned the Ram boss about Hinkebein. 
Wilthong doesn’t know yet whether Hinkebein 
will develop into the calibre of passer of Springs, 
who threw for 835 yeards his senior year. “ A lot 
of it depends on his receivers,” said Wilthong. 
The end spots are still open on the Ram team 
with the opener only five nights away. 
Behind Hinkebein in the I-SC backfield will be 
a pair of returnees, Wes Foster and Scott 
Wadlington. Foster carried for 322 yards as a 
junior, second on the team to workhorse Doug 
Hester, who graduated. Wadlington also saw 
duty as a starter last year, which was his 
sophomore campaign. 
David Stamp will anchor an offensive line that 
figures to be offensive line the figures to be big 
and quick, if not experienced. Stamp, a 185- 


pound senior, is the only returning starter on that 
unit, although all of the other candidates saw 
part-time activity a year ago. Three of the men 
competing for the two offensive tackle spots tip 
the scales at 200 pounds or better. 
“On paper, defense is our stroi« point,” said 
Wilthong about his veteran crew. The Scott City 
“D” will feature experience in all three 
categories — line, linebackers and secondary. 
Two of the standouts will be the Gentry twins, 
Kevin and Keith. Noseguard Kevin was a first 
team All-Conference pick last year, while Keith 
was a standout at linebacker. “ He comes to 
play,” remarked Wilthong about Kevin, adding 
that he’d like to have several more like the 
Gentrys. Both twins are 165-pound seniors. 
Also on the talented defensive line are ends 
Jamie Davidson and Keith Schultz and tackle 
Rodney Scharrock. Sharrock is the biggest of the 
trio of seniors at 205. 
A pair of juniors - Wadlington and Lyndel 
Walter - are back to start in the secondary, 
giving the Rams’ opponents reason to respect 
that pass defense, as well as their ability to stop 
the run.

I 
was so numb I hardly knew 
where I was,” Jackson said, re­ 
flecting on the early locker- 
room bickering that almost 
blew the Yankees out of Ameri­ 
can League East contention. 
“ My social 
life went to 
pieces. I told my girl friend she 
had to get out of town. My dad, 
Martinez, loves baseball, but 
I’ll bet he hasn’t seen more 
than three games all year. My 
mother had a heart condition 
and she refuses to listen or 
read about the games. 
“They couldn’t stand tbs 


abuse they thought I was tak­ 
ing from the fans and the 
press.” Then shortly after the 
All-Star break in July, an in­ 
cident occurred which brought 
Reggie back to near normalcy. 
“ I have this contract with 
Standard 
Brands,” 
he 
ex­ 
plained while sitting in front of 
his locker in an almost desert­ 
ed Yankees dressing room.

Most germs that cause food 
poisoning are killed when you 
boil, broil or roast foods. But if 


you leave food at room tem­ 
perature for 2 hours or longer 
after cooking, some germs can 
produce poisons that are not 
destroyed by heating. So don’t 
leave food out, and be sure to 
keep food hot until served and 
refrigerate leftovers at once. 


Germs can’t multiply very 
fast at cold temperatures. At 40 
degrees F. or below, meat, 
poultry, eggs, milk, cheese, and 
other perishables can be stored 
safely. If you thaw frozen foods, 
do it in tye refrigerator. If you 
have to thaw them outside the 
refrigerator, put them in a 
sealed plastic bag under cold 
running water ; or put them in a 
closed double paper bag without 
use of water. This way the 
products will get warm enough 


to thaw and stay cool enough to 
slow down germ growth. 
Every 
kitchen has some 
germs. So in order to keep 
utensils, countertops, hands and 
food clean, you’re going to have 
to keep washing things off. Don’t 
handle food if you have infected 
cuts and sores. 
Germs can spread from raw 
meat to cooked Meat. Suppose 
you carry raw hamburgers to 
the grill on a plate, then use die 
same (date to carry cooked 
hamburgers back to the table? 
The result could be germs on 
your cooked burgers. 
Hundreds of kinds of germs or

A whole group, called 
Salmonella, come from pet 
dogs, cats, birds, and turtles. 
They come into your home with 


raw meat, poultry, eggs and 
other dairy products. 
So remember, follow these 
three rules: Keep food HOT, 
Keep food COLD, (Never leave 
food at room temperature more 
than two hours) Keep food 
dean, and you can keep your 
family safe from nearly all food 
poisoning.

NEW YORK (AP) - The av­ 
erage employed man spends a 
lot more time each day at non­ 
work activities, such as coffee 
breaks and relaxing, than does 
the typical working woman, an 
ongoing study at the University 
of Michigan shows. 
Analysis of the data, which 
began in 1974 and which will be 
continued to encompass other 
ways in which men and women 
use their time, is adding pow­ 
erful documentation to the as­ 
sertion that despite equal rights 
legislation, it’s still a man’s 
world. 
A separate study, based on 
some of the data uncovered by 
Michigan's Survey Research 
Center, shows also that work 
inequality 
extends 
into 
the 
home where, said a researcher, 
“The men really don’t help 
much.” 
To date, the study has found 
that the typical employed man 
spends 52 minutes or 11 per 
cent of each paid working day 
at nonwork activities, while the 


average woman spends just 35 
minutes, or 8 per cent, away 
from assigned tasks. 
The minutes and pecentages 
exclude the lunch hour, but do 
include extensions of it beyond 
the allotted time, as well as 
coffee breaks and other form 
of relaxation, including conver­ 
sation. 
The same researchers have 
less solid evidence indicating 
that the energy and effort ex­ 
pended during the work day is 
greater for women than for 
men. 
The glaring differences, said 
Greg Duncan, study director, 
appear to be rooted in the kinds 
of jobs commonly assigned to 
men and women. “Women are 
more closely supervised and 
unable to take the breaks men 
do,” he said. 
Despite the more relaxed 
working day for men, the study 
found they make about $7 an 
hour, in contrast to the working 
woman's $4.34. And when rates 
are adjusted for break time, 


Duncan said, the figures be­ 
come $8.48 and $4.86, respec­ 
tively. 
Adding to the disparity in the 
work day, 
the researchers 
found through a more subjec­ 
tive and less validated portion 


of the study that women expend 
112 per cent more effort than 
men during the time each is 
working.

Most germs that cause food 
poisoning are killed when you 
boil, broil or roast foods But if 


you leave food at room tem­ 
perature for 2 hours or longer 
after cooking, some germs can 
produce poisons that are not 
destroyed by heating. So don’t 
leave food out, and be sure to 
keep food hot until served and 
refrigerate leftovers at once. 


Germs can’t multiply very 
fast at cold temperatures. At 40 
degrees F. or below, meat, 
poultry, eggs, milk, cheese, and 
other perishables can be stored 
safely. If you thaw frozen foods, 
do it in t^e refrigerator If you 
have to thaw them outside the 
refrigerator, put them in a 
sealed plastic bag under cold 
running water; or put them in a 
closed double paper bag without 
use of water. This way the 
products will get warm enough 


to thaw and stay cool enough to 
slow down germ growth. 
Every 
kitchen 
has 
some 
germs. So in order to keep 
utensils, countertops, hands and 
food clean, you’re going to have 
to keep washing things off. Don’t 
handle food if you have infected 
cuts and sores. 
Germs can spread from raw 
meat to cooked Meat. Suppose 
you carry raw hamburgers to 
the grill on a plate, then use the 
same plate to carry cooked 
hamburgers back to the table? 
The result could be germs on 
your cooked burgers.

poisoning A whole group, called 
Salmonella, come from pet 
dogs, cats, birds, and turtles. 
They come into your home with 


raw meat, poultry, eggs and 
other dairy products. 
So remember, follow these 
three rules: Keep food HOT, 
Keep food COLD, (Never leave 
food at room temperature more 
than two hours) Keep food 
clean, and you can keep your 
family safe from nearly all food 
poisoning.

drivers interact so that methods 
of modifying the behavior of 
both may be developed in order 
to reduce accidents. 
The particular phase of this 
program undertaken by the 
UMR research team was to 
study only the car and its 
behavior, from an engineering 
aspect, as it traveled from one 
point to another (some cars 
wander more than others, some 
vibrate more or some may 
accelerate or slow down slightly 
under certain circumstances). 
The UMR team developed a 
set of field tests and did the 
actual testing - driving the 
course time after time in order 
to collect enough data. They 
took the resulting information, 
and with the aid of computers, 
established simple, 
accurate 
mathematical formulas which 
will enable most engineers to 
measure the behavior of any car 
in the same terms. As a result, 
uniform information may be 
used in conjunction with other 
data to draw conclusions in 
further studies. 
For 
instance, 
later 
measurements 
of 
driver 
behavior under certain cir­ 
cumstances may be coupled 
with standard measurements of 
the behavior of one or more 
cars. From this it may be 
determined if the behavior of the 
car had some bearing on the 
reactions to certain stimuli by 
various drivers If the degree to 


which a car has a tendency to 
wander is too great - in terms of 
driver behavior - manufac­ 
turers 
should correct the 
problem. If, on the other hand, a 
tendency to wander served to 
keep drivers alert, manufac­ 
turers should be aware of this 
also. 
In any event, work done by 
UMR researchers will be a 
contribution 
to 
many 
later 
studies to improve the behavior 
of both cars and drivers from a 
safety aspect. This UMR project 
was supported by a grant from 
the U.S. Department of Tran­ 
sportation. 
Meanwhile, 
eight 
students 
have learned a great deal from 
their experience. Two of the 
undergraduate students have 
already 
received credit 
for 
papers written about the study 
and a graduate student made 
the program the basis for his 
thesis. According to Dr. Kern, 
work is still going on in the 
process of analyzing all the 
data. Other papers reporting the 
results of the research will be 
published later. 
“Although it’s a sidelight to the 
project, there was one other 
positive result of our research,” 
says Dr. Dunipace. “Because of 
the field testing, all the students 
are better drivers. In fact,” he 
concludes, "we even taught one 
of the students how to drive - 
although, technically, he was a 
licensed driver.”
